Successful Separation Plant Is Creat~ 
ed For Treatment Of Alberta 
Tar Sands aa 

Word of the creation. of a success- 
ful separation plant for the treatment 
of the tar sands of Alberta.has been 
received at Ottawa, from the research 
council of Alberta. 

Mooted from thé time of the rdérth- 
ern Alberta land boom when lots sold 
for fabulous prices only to drop in 
value almost out of sight, the bitum- 
inous sand deposits of Clearwater 
River, about two miles from Fort Mc- 
Murray, at last show signs of devel- 
opment through the establishment of 
a eeparation plant capable of hand- 
ling three tons of sand per hour. 

Dreams of the development of these 
sand deposits came first during the 
early days of the new north when 
promoters and settlers thought they 
saw towns and cities growing to huge 
proportions like mushrooms. Growth 
failed to fulfill the optimistic hopes 
|of the promoters; the highways which 
| were to have stretched across the land 
|from every poin® were not built, and 
jit was not until the provincial and 
Dominion Governments stepped in 
that development became assured, 

In 1913 8. C. Ells, engineer of the 
mines branch of the geological sur- 


| vey, began his researches. He worked 


on the location of the deposits, their 


|nature and the topography of the 
|country in which they lay. Then, in 


1920, Dr. K. A. Clark, engineer of the 
scientific and industrial research 
council of Alberta, began work on 
the development of a process whereby 
the tar might be separated from the 


vf constructed on 8 small scale, was 


built in 1923, while experiments in 
road surfacing were carried out and 
other uses for the tar were formulat- 
ed. , 
The first plants were built at Ed- 
monton where they proved themselves 
successful. Last summer the work of 
moving the largest plant constructed 
to Clearwater River was undertaken, 
and it was rebuilt. Trial runs were 
made during the fall before the 
freeze-up and it is expected that large 
scale operations will be started next 
summer. 


New Technical School 


To Be Erected In Saskatoon At a 
Cost Of $500,000 
Saskatoon’s new technical school, 
to be erected at a cost of approxi- 
mately $500,000, will be built. on Spa- 
dina Crescent, in the central part of 
the city, the high school board decided 
at a recent meeting. Necessary pro- 
perty, west of the Armories, will be 
‘acquired for approximately $66,000. 
The cost of the technical school is 
to be divided between the city, pro- 
vincial and federal governments. The 
city’s share is $250,000, approved in a 
recent bylaw, and the two govern- 
ments will contribute $125,000 each.

~ Two Camera ’Planes Collide In Mid-: 


Air, With Loss Of Ten Lives 


Santa Monica, Cal. — Ten persons 
including Kenneth Hawks, mot’on pio+ 


ture director, and Max Gold, assistant , 


director and former national handball] 
champion, were killed when two mo- 
tion picture camera 'p!anes 
head-on in mid-air and plunged into 
the ocean near here. : 

The cabin ships, loaded with cam- 
eras and motion picture equipment, in 
addition to five persons each, crashed | 
together at 3,000 feet altitude, three 
miles off the coast. They wedged to- 
gether in a tangled mass, burst into 
flames and plunged to the surface, 
sinking immediately. Three of the 
passengers were thrown clear as the 
interlocked 'planes struck the’ water. 
The other seven were carr:ed beneath 
the surface, 

Three bodies later broke free from 
the wreckage on the sea bottom and 
rose, to be picked up by patrol boats. 
The doors had been removed from the 
‘plane cabins to give camera-men free 
play, and searchers believed all bodies 
eventually would appear on the sur- 
face,

Japan Wants Adequate Navy 


But Is 


Not Seeking Equal 
With U.S. and Britain 


Ottawa.--The views of the Japan- 
ese Government on the disarmament 
conference, to be held this month, 
| were expressed by Hon. I. M. Toku- 
| Bawa, Japanese minister to Canada, 
‘in an interview here. in a succinct 
manner, Mr. Tokugawa, who recently 
returned to Washington, outlined the 
| views of his government in the follow- 
ing manner: 

“The motto expressing Japan's re- 
quirements is adequate for defence; 
inadequate for aggression,” he said. 

Japan does not seek equal parity 
with British or the United States 
navy. The national conviction of 
Japan is that her minimum defence 
strength expressed in terms of ratio 
is 70 per cent. of the strength to be 
maintained by the strongest navy. 

Japan is opposed to the abolition of 
submarines, the minister declared. In 
the first place, submarines are a type 
of warship necessary for the defence 
of a nation having an inferior naval 
strength. 

Japan is willing to abandon the ex- 
isting program for having more sub- 
marines than at present, but deems it 
necessary to retain practically the 
same strength as she actually posses- 
ses.

Recipes For This Week 


(By Betty Barclay) 


STRAWBERRY LUNCHEON 
PATTIES 


2 cups granulated sugar. 

% cup cold water. ° 

\% teaspoon cream of tartar. 

Strawberry jam. 

Dissolve sugar in water on back of 
range. Place thermometer in syrup 
and bring to boiling point, stirring 
well. When the boiling begins cease 
all stirring, but wipe down sides of 
saucepan with moist brush or bit of 
dampened chessecloth. Add cream of 
tartar, cover saucepan for a moment, 
then boil quickly until mixture will 
form a soft ball when droppd in water 
from spoon. Pour ott on. lightly 
greased platter, cool until syrup can 
be handled, then fold rapidly back and 
forth until creamy. Knead to smooth, 
compact, but soft mass. 

The strawberry jam should be add- 
ed in the proportion of two table- 
spoons to each cup of the mixture. 
Melt the mixture to a_ semi-liquid 
state, then stir in the jam rubbed 
through a sieve. Stir well while the 
final mixture is stiffening. Drop the 
patties from the end of a spoon, ot 
make into balls between the palms of 
the hand and flatten by pressing 
gently.

Seed Extraction Plants 


Seed Used In Experimental Planting’ 


Operations In National Forests 

The Forest Service of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior has established 
four seed-extraction stations for ex- 
tracting the seed of forest trees. The 
largest of these is at New Westmin- 


ster, British Columbia, and smaller — 


plants are situated at Rocky Moun- 
tain House, Alberta, and at Indian 
Head and Prince Albert, Saskatch- 
ewan. The seed is extracted for use 
in experimental planting operations 
on the national forests, and in the 
production of trees for free distribu- 
tion in the Prairie Provinces. 

By special arrangement with the 
authorities concerned considerable 
quantities of tree seed extracted at 


Dominion Forest Service, are each 
shipped to the British Forestry Com- 
mission, and to the New Zealand For- 
estry Department, to be used in their 
extensive planting operations.
